Freed leader toasts ‘victory 


FAR-RIGHT BNP leader 
Nick Griffin was sensation- 
ally cleared yesterday of 
stirring up racial hatred. 

He sprayed champagne outside 
court as he was greeted by jubilant 
supporters and claimed that his 
acquittal was a victory over the 
Government. 

A jury took five hours to clear 
47-year-old Mr Griffin, who was arrest- 
ed after being secretly filmed at a 
party meeting claiming that Muslims 
were turning Britain 
into a “multi-racial 
hellhole”. 

His explosive com- 
ments, which inclu- 
ded calling Islam a 
“wicked, vicious 
faith”, were record- 
ed by an under- 
cover BBC crew. 

The speech at a ç 
pub in Keighley £ 
in 2004 triggered e 
a backlash and a 
prompted police 
to charge him. 

But the jury at 
Leeds Crown Court 
unanimously found 
him and the BNP 
head of PR Mark 
Collett, 26, not guilty 
of inciting racial 
hatred. The verdict 
came after the two men 
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were tried for a second time after a 
previous jury had failed to agree. 

Riot police were on standby outside 
the court as BNP supporters draped in 
Union flags faced up to anti- 
fascism campaigners. 


Mr Griffin, of Llanerfyl, Powys, who 
faced up to seven years in prison, said 
the verdict was a landmark victory for 
his party and for freedom of speech. 
He claimed it sent out a clear message 

_that immigration 
and asylum issues 
were now dividing 
the nation. 

Using a loud-hailer 
he told 200 cheering 
supporters clutching 
champagne bottles 
and chanting “free- 
dom” that the police 
and the Crown 


Prosecution Service (CPS) were guilty 
of wasting taxpayers’ money. And he 
said their decision showed the “huge 
gulf between ordinary people and the 
fantasy world our masters live in”. 

He added: “They believed it was 
worth spending way in excess of a 
million pounds trying to jail us for 
telling the truth. 

“There’s an enormous gulf in reali- 
ty as it is perceived by millions of tax- 
paying British people, including 
many law-abiding members of ethnic 
minorities, and what our silly masters 
down in Whitehall think.” 

But anti-Nazi campaigners con- 
demned the verdict as marking a sad 
day for British justice. 

And the CPS said it had been satis- 
fied there was sufficient evidence for 
a “realistic prospect of conviction”. 

Last night Chancellor Gordon 
Brown told the BBC that race 
laws might have to be changed in the 

wake of the verdict
